Staff the pursuit of the enemy in Ga- 


licia continues. The capture of Halicz,

The War Office also announced that 
in addition to capturing thirty guns, the 


Russians took 2000 prisoners and ad- 
Vanced westward ‘rom Haliecz to the 
left bank of the Lomnica River and 
pressed forward on the Bogorodchan- 
Zolotvin front. 

The Russians have reached the Pos- 
lecz-Lesiuvka-Kosmacz line. ~In_ the 
fighting between Sunday and Tuesday in 
the direction of Dolina the Russians 
took more than 10,000 prisoners and 80 
guns. 

Gen. Korniloff's operations in Galicia. 
along a front of 20 miles, broke the 
Austro-German front, between Halicz 
and the Carpathians, and vesterday the 
Russian cavalry had pressed forward 
for a distance of 16 miles. 

From July 2 to 8, inclusive, Gen. Kor- 
niloff took 14,000 prisoners and 55 guns, 
of which 12 were heavy pieces. 

Gen. Korniloff's cavalry and Cossacks 
pursued Gen. Kirbach's retiring army 
south of Halicz and torced the River 
Lukovitza, which parallels the River 
Luvka. The co-operation of the Seventr 
and Eleventh armies north of Halicz 
with the Eighth army south of .tlat 
town has been like clock work. The 
Success of the EKighth army, the mili- 
tary critic of the Retch points out, sep- 
arates the German arm. Gen. von 
BRothmer from the third Austrian under 
Gen. Kirbach.

the first half of the eighteenth 
tury. 

From log cabin to General is the lit- 
éral text of the chronicle of Gen. Korni- 
loff’s career. Born 46 years ago, son of 
a need-stricken Karalinsk Cossack in 
Western Siberia, who later reared a 
large family on the pittance gained as 
the village clerk, young Korniloff early 
began rough forest work.

Pitney’s Statements Upon 
Internal Situation.

NEW YORK, July 11.—The series of 
articles being published in the Tribune, 
written by Fred B. Pitney, telling of 
the desperate state of affairs in France 
and the need of immediate and exten- 
sive military aid from the United States 
has stirred up something of a contro- 
versy. Most important of the several 
who have written letters questioning 
the accuracy of Mr. Pitney’s statements 
is that of Stephane Lauzanne of the 
Paris Matin, the French Consul-General! 
here. He wrote to the Tribune as fol- 
lows: 

“To the Editor of the Tribune: 

“Sir—I regret to say that I do nut see 
very well whose interests Mr. Fred B. 
Pitney intends to serve in writing such 
articles as ‘France, Bled White.’ He is 
certainly not hurting the interests of 
Germany. He is certainly not serving 
the interests of France. And, what is 
more serious, he is certainly not serving 
the interests of truth. 

“Mr, Pitney asserts that ‘men with 
one eye are being sent back to the front 
in the French trenches.’ Let him give 
the name of one of these men, or the 
number of one of the regiments where 
such fighters are to be found. 

‘‘Mr. Pitney affirms that ‘Part or the 
1918 class is in the trenches today.’ This 
is substantially and materially untrue. 
Let Mr. Pitney indicate the trenches or 
the region where he saw men of the 
1918 class on the fighting line. 

“Mr. Pitney quotes ‘A high official of 
the French Government’ as having fold 
him ‘That we (the French) can hold 
our own until the end of September. But 
no longer.’ I defy Mr. Pitney to give 
the name of the high French Official 
having made such miserable predictions. 
It is really too easy to quote unnamed 
people and tell stories of anoymous sol- 
diers in unknown places. 

‘In opposition to the uncontrollable 
assertions of Mr. Pitney we have the 
letter of Mr. Van Dyke, Minister of the 
United States, writing in the Friday's 
New York Times: 

‘France is not bled white. France is 
not moribund, desperate, at her last 
gasp. I have recently come from Paris 
and from the forts and trenches of the 
Verdun fighting line. I know whereof 
I speak. France has suffered and is 
suffering immensely; but her eye is not 
cimmed, nor her natural strength 
abated. France has still a splendid 
fighting force.’ 

‘‘And 48 hours later, corroborating this 
assertion, Mr. Andre Tardieu, high 
French commissioner, gave in the Times 
the following eloquent figures: 

‘* ‘Our army, which amounted to L- 
500.000 men in August, 1914, now amounts 
to over 2,700,000.’ 

‘This is in direct contradiction with 
the article of Mr. Pitney; the American 
public will choose between the affirma 
tions of Mr. Van Dyke and Mr. Tardieu 
and those of Mr. Pitney. 

“STEPHANE LAUZANNE.” 

Pitney, responding to one of those who 
questioned his statements, said that his 
facts and figures had come mainly from 
high French officials and explained that 
his object in writing the articles was 
to rouse the American people to a real- 
ization of the fact that they are at war 
with a tremendous Power which is in 
deadly earnest and that the French 
trenches are the first defense line of the 
United States. The recruiting speeches 
he has heard here, he declares, to be 
juvenile and ineffective and declares 
he began his series to show the des- 
perate need of immediate support fo: 
France by this country in its own de- 
fense.

Mere Puppets for the Stage. 

American officialS agree with allied 
diplomats here that many of the Ger- 
man officials who figure so largely in 
the news are, in fact, largely puppets 
being pulled across the stage as a blind 
to the German people. Their rise or fall, 
they say, has little significance on Ger- 
manv’s military and foreign policies. 

Nevertheless, it is agreed that there 
is an enormous amount of unrest in 
Germany today, which, in all probabil- 
ity, will lead to sensational interna) 
changes in personnel of the Government 
and in reform of the obvious abuses of 
the German governmental authorities. 
The German peace party is very active, 
and the general opposition to the un- 
representative form of Government has 
centered attention on the extreme pow- 
ers of the junkers and pan-Germans, 
who are being held increasingly respon- 
sible for the ills of the country. 

Fundamental internal reform in Ger- 
many is believed here to be only a mat- 
ter of time. Those who have most re- 
cently been to Germany say that reform 
is certain the moment war is over, and 
that the chances greatly favor initial 
steps being taken even during hostili- 
ties. 

Austria Treated With Contempt. 

Austria’s influence is being more and 
more insistent toward a liberal peace 
Austria is said to be treated most con- 
temptuously by German officials and 
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pee consideration only as the unavoid- 
able weak link in the chain.

Projectiles Dropped on Goeben 
and Other Vessels From 
Height of 800 Feet. 


LONDON, July 1).—An air raid on the 
enemy fleet off Constantinople was an- 
nounced in a statement of the British 
War Office today.

Goeben. The extent of the damage to 
the vessel is not known. 

The War Office at Constantinople als. 
was attacked and a direct hit was at 
tained by the Britigh, who returned 
without casualties. 

The announcement follows: 

‘A report has been received from the 
Vice Admiral in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean that on the night of Monday a 
successful attack was carried out by 
the Royal Naval Air Service against 
the Turkish-German fleet lying off Con- 
stantinople in the Golden Horn. When 
the Goeben, surrounded by warships, 
including submarines, had been located. 
an attack was made from a height of 
t00 feet. Direct hits were obtained on 
the Goeben and on other enemy ships 
rear her. Big explosions took place 
on board them and several fires were 
observed. 

“The War Office also was attacked 
and a direct hit was obtained. The en- 
emy appeared to have been completelv 
surprised, as until the bombs had been 
dropped no apiti-aircraft batteries opened 
fire. Our force returned safely without 
any casualties.’’ 


AMERICAN BARKENTINE SUNK 
BY U-BOAT; CREW OF 10 SAFE 


22-Ton Ship Which Sailed From 
Havre, Destroyed With Bombs 
After Six Shots Miss It. 

LONDON, July 11.—The American 
barkentine Hildegard, 622 tons, has been 
sunk. The crew has landed uninjured. 
The Hitdegard was bound from Havre 
for St. Thomas, West Indies, and was 
attacked yesterday morning while be- 
calmed. 

The submarine fired six shots without 
hitting the vessel. The crew of 10 Am- 
ericans then took to the boats. The 
submarine apprvached and towed the 
boats back to the Hildegard, which she 
sunk with bombs. The Germans told 
the Americans to row for their lives, as 
they were about to attack another Am- 
erican vessel, which was expected along 
shortly.

Wilcox of New York, a franchise ex- 
pert. Wilcox, in several communica- 
tions to President Aloe, has analyzed 
the proposed agreement and advised 
that the city be very sure of its ground 
in respect to capitalization, increase of 
capital value, representation on the 
board of directors, sharing of 
profits, etc., before it commits itself to 
an agreement. 

In preliminary meetings of the Civic 
League Committee decided objection to 
the compromise has developed. Every 
member of the committee is said to be 
of the opinion that the proposed capital- 
ization of $60,000,000 is excessive. 

The committee is also going very care- 
fully into the contract between the Rail- 
ways company and the subsidiary cor- 
poration of the North American Co. with 
respect to the contract for Keokuk 
power. Under this contract the Rail- 
Ways company pays out a very large 
sum of money every year for power. 
The expensive legal department is an- 
other feature of the company’s business 
the committee would like to have inves- 
tigated before the city goes into part- 
nership with the company. 

Another point that will come up fer 
consideration will be whether the city 
woulda not be granting the company an 
« tirely new franchise in extending 
its franchises 50 years. It is recognized 
Ly all franchise authorities that the 
fixed 50-year franchise is out of date. 
It is also consiccred doubtful under 
the proposec plan whether the city 
could ever buy the property, as provision 
is made that it should be paid for ip 
4 per cent municipal bonds 

The city has now almost reached the 
limit of its possible bonded indebted- 
ness, and would not be in position, with- 
out additional legislation, to issue bonds 
for $60,000,000 to pay for street railway 
property. 

President Aloe told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that the city should in- 
sist upon its right to issue the bonds 
against the property itself. Provision 
of this kind is made in the city char- 
ter. 

The Civic League Committee tonight 
will consider the employment of Wil- 
cox to represent the interests of the

There is a feeling the part of the 
committee that the city’s representa- 
tives did not fully protect the rights of 
the public in the proposed compromise 
agreement, and that a strong fight willi 
be necessary to prevent these rights be- 
ing surrendered.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Adminis- 
trative leaders in the Senate, spurred 
on ty Herbert C. Hoover's letter to 
President Wilson, declaring that 
further delay in enacting food legis- 
lation threatens serious losses. to 
both farmers and consumers today 
sought to hasten action by the Agri- 
cultura] Committee in perfecting the 
substitute for the food control bill, 
under consideration in the Senate.

to learn in any one of the three 
branches, and he must learn his duties 
equally well. 

In the business of fighting there are 
no rules which divide the amateur from 
the professional soldier. The _ recruit 
should*’understand at the start what he 
is going to be up against. He will have 
all the time for his professional train- 
ing which the enemy will allow. 

But when he is passed into the com- 
pany, and his unit is pronounced fit for 
the firing line, he will find himself op- 
posed to the best troops which the en- 
emy can send out—troops seasoned and 
tested by three years of the hardest 
the world has ever 
known. 

What New Soldier Must Know. 

Then will come the trial of how well 
he hag spent his period of training. He 
must be physically fit, for he will be 
called upon for every last ounce of his 
endurance. He must Know his rifle and 
his bayonet and he must know that they 
are in as good condition as he is. He 
must know his officers and noncommis- 
sioned officers, and the comrades of his 
squad and company, so that he can play 
his part in the team work of the com- 
bat. 

It seems a long look ahead from the 
assignment of a recruit to a company 
to the time when he shall go over the 
top’’ with the same company. But the 
time will be short when the amount of 
necessity schooling is considered. 

When a man has been sworn into the 
military service he is assigned to some 
company. This company is part of sonie 
regiment. This localizes the recruit aud 
tells him where his home for future serv- 
ice will be. He will probably be supplied 
with a uniform. Most of the rest of nis 
gutfit will be issued to him after he joins 
his conipany. 

The ordinary home of the infantry sol- 
dier, in field service conditions, is a tent. 
For the training of our new armies bar- 
racks, tents and cCantonments will be 
used. Barracks are permanent buildings 
for quartering troops, while cantonments 
are mere or less temporary bulldings. 
They may run from substantial frame 
buildings down to%shanties or shacks. 

First Days of the Recruit. 

When in camp, living under canvas, 
conditions may allow a supplement tv 
crdinary tent shelter. Board floors may 
be provided, aS was the case with the 
lroops on the Mexican boarder last sev - 
son, The canvas may be stretched vver 
frames instead of being supported bv 
the custoniary poles and ropes. This al- 
lows a greater height in each tent, and 
consequently more comfort. 

Whether living in tents or in buildings, 
the grouping of the men will be by 
‘squads.”" The squad, as has been ex- 
wlained, consists of seven men, under 
ihe leadership ot a corporal. In the 
signment or recruits to squadsina new 
company, they are grouped according to 
height. The tallest eight men in the 
company form the first squad, and “vo 
down the line with the ‘ponies’ in the 
last squad. 

The recruit will be more interested in 
Seeing who the men in his Own squad 
are, for they are the men with whom he 
will live and work -and fight. As he 
looks around for the first time to size 
ip his comrades, he will do well to sts- 
end judgment until he pzets to know 
his men. The army is a democratic in- 
stitution, and the new national army 
will be democratic to the highest 
gree. 

What a man was before he put on a 
private’s uniform counts for nothing 
cxcept in so far as it affects his work 
for good or evil. There are none to make 
introductions in a company of infanry, 
10r are visiting cards necessary. Names 
are merely means of identification. A 
name based on a physical peculiarity 1s 
just as good as the one given at baptism. 
Very often the name ‘will be given to 
ihe recruit on his first look around. 

Purposes of Company Street, 

If he values his comfort he wil] see 
that he is careful in his expressions of 
disapproval, or he will get some name 
fastened to him which will stick to him. 
‘Go easy ‘round the corner’ is a good 
motto for the recruit to paste in his 
campaign hat while he is orienting him- 
self in his new company. 

In his tent he will be assigned a cot 
and a place to put it. The spot on which 
his cot stands is his room. He cannot 
change it without the consent of his 
squad leader, who will be quartered in 
the tent with him. In cantonments or 
barracks the recruit may be assigned to 
a bunk instead of a cot. The same rule 
of permanency will hold. 

There is one rule of the penal code 
which must be remembered from the 
first minute of joining. Private proper- 
ty in tent or camp is inviolable. The 
seldier has no way of putting his valu- 
ables under lock and key. Therefore all 
he can do is to put his property in its 
appointed place in his part of the tent. 
The rule is ‘‘Hands off,’ for everyone 
else. Not only do the articles of war 
deal severely with a thief, but the 
“custom of the service’ is even more 
severe. Theft from a comrade is the 
unforgivable sin.

In order to impart this odor of sanc- 
tity to his property, the recruit must 
learn to place each article precisely 
where it belongs. There is no sympa- 
thy for the man who leaves any of his 
property ‘‘just somewhere.’’ There will 
be punishment meted out to the man 
who leaves any of his issue property 
around loose, to be discovered and iden- 
tified by some noncommissioned officer. 


“Go Easy "Round the Corner.” 
There is always a noncommissioned 


officer detailed for the day, who has 
Feneral care and oversight of the camp 
while the men are absent at drill or 
other duty. He is called the ‘“noncom- 
missioned officer in charge of quar- 
ters."’ 

The open space in front of the line of 
tents is called the “company street.” It 
is in the company street where the com- 
pony assembjes for all formations. It is 
to the company street that all men 
hasten at any alarm, for “fire” or ‘“‘to 
arms.” 

The “‘head’’ of the company street is 
the end toward the officers’ tents. The 


——— officers’ tents are placed so 
that they look down the company Street, 
but separated from it by enough dis- 
tance to give the men freedom from un- 
justifiable interference. It is the eti- 
quette of the service that an officer shall 
not appear in the company street except 
on duty. No officer will use the com- 
pany street as a convenience Or as a 
short cut to the point he wants to go to. 

At the head of the street is placed in 
order the kitchen, the mess shack, the 
store tent, the First Sergeant's tent— 
which is his office; then ordinarily, the 
Sergeants and finally the squad tents 
for the men. At the far end, and some 
distance away, are the toilets, called 
“latrines’’ or ‘’rears.”’ 

The company streets are grouped by 
battalions, and the battalions are ar- 
ranged numerically. There is no com- 
pany to use the letter “J.” The compa- 
nies with the first four letters of the 
alphabet compose the first battalion, the 
next four the second and the third four 
(less ‘‘J’’) the third battalion. The spe- 
cial companies, often called “‘The Fancy 
Units,”’ the headquarters, the machine 
gun and the supply companies are tsu- 
ally on the flank. 

The hospital tents of the regiment, 
called ‘“‘the regimental infirmary,” are 
placed at some convenient place. 

The company officers’ street, usually 
quite wide, runs at right angles to the 
company streets, to give the men the 
privacy to which they are entitled. Be- 
hind the company officers street runs 
the field officers’ street. The field offi- 
cers are the Colonel, the Lieutenant- 
Colonel and the Majors. The surgeons, 
the staff officers and the chaplains’ 
tents are ,usually on this street. 

While the officers are expected to 
keep out of the company street—which 
really belong to the men—except on 
duty—a similar rule applies to the en- 
listed men. Except on duty, they are 
expected to keep out of the officers’ 
Street. 

A “shelter tent camp’”’ may sometimes 
be necessary. This is a camp where the 
men and usually the officers as well, are 
living under their shelter tens. Each 
man has one-half of a tent. When this 
is buttoned to that of his ‘“‘bunkie,’’ his 
rear rank man, it makes a surprisingly 
comfortable shelter for a short time.

GOLDMAN AND BERKMAN. 

_In sentencing Emma Goldman and Alexander 
Berkman to prison for conspiracy to defeat the 
selective draft law, Judge Mayer of New York ex- 
pressed regret that the ability and energy of the 
two offenders had not been used to make better 
citizens of those who come under their influence, 
instead of law breakers. 

Both prisoners came from Russia and have 
neglected American citizenship. Both have ability 
and intelligence. Instead of accepting the free 
institutions of the United States as a refuge from 
old Russia and recognizing the boundless oppor- 
tunity they offered for social and political re- 
forms through legitimate agitation and legisla- 
tion, these two transported the revolutionary 
spirit of Russia, under the old autocratic regime, 
to America. They protested against all govern- 
ment and all law and carefully fostered disobedi- 
ence and violent rebellion against law. They held 
l to the theory that all law is imposed by some 
power above and is an invasion of individual 
rights, which should be opposed by force. 

Proclaiming themselves revolutionary  an- 
archists, believing in rebellion by force against 
law, they shut their eyes to the spirit and struc- 
ture of American free government, which enables 
any man or set of men to accomplish any end 
through the political action of a majority of the 
people. They refused to see that when they con- 
vinced a majority of the people that their po- 
litical views Were right they could change the 
whole face of the government. They assumed that 
the republican government of America, with its 
free parliamentary system was like the Russian 
Czar with his bureaucracy. They assumed that it 
imposed its oppressive will on the people. 

They and their associates were free to hold their 
anarchistic opinions and to preach and teach 
them. Both Goldman and Berkman wrote and 
lectured. They were accorded free speech in 
fullest measure. Not much attention was paid 
even to their counsel of violence. Miss Goldman’s 
revolutionary publication, Mother Earth, and 
many pamphlets counseling violence passed 
through the mails and were freely distributed. 
But when, in the nation’s war crisis, they con- 
spired to defeat the laws providing for the coun- 
try’s defense and openly counseled disobedience to 
law, patience ceased to be a virtue. They were 
arrested and severely punished. 

The trouble with Goldman and Berkman is that 
they are professional propagandists. They have 
lived on their propaganda and made money 
preaching violence and lawlessness. They have 
deliberately, willfully and for personal gain mis- 
represented American institutions and preached 
the right to disobey laws that did not please, to 
destroy property and kill in order to win social 
or political ends. ‘Direct action,” meaning the 
bomb, the revolver, the torch and all forms of 
sabotage, hasbeen their slogan. 

This doctrine, coupled with counsels of license 
in individual conduct, appealed to some thought- 
less, enthusiastic youth of both sexes, the discon- 
tented, the disorderly, the immoral and the vio- 
lent, the ignorant and_  “shiftless foreigners. 
Upon these elements, gathered into groups 
in various cities, with headquarters in New York, 
the anarchist leaders lived. They incited them to 
disorderly living and violent demonstrations 
against law enforcement. Their punishment 
under law ig the logical result of their unbridled 
propaganda/ It should have a salutary effect on 
their misguéded followers, who are taught by ex- 
ample that this is a free country governed by law. 
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ruLtKOrs OFFICIAL EXCUSES. 
Making exctises is the oldest and most unprofit- 


able business in the world. Whether the Illinois 
National Guard commanders will have better suc- 
cess with it than Father Adam did in the first 
place remains to be seen. Just now the prospects 
are not promising. 

In explanation of the failure of the guardsmen 
to stamp out the East St. Louis rioting before it 
was wel] started, it is said that Col. Tripp will 
report to his superiors that his men were without 
ammunition. But what right had a national 
guard organization, called to such duty, to be 
without ammunition? The mobsmen had it in 
plenty. What would be thought of any system 
which was ready to send men in a hurry to do 
any piece of work, but failed to provide the nec- 
essary tools for them when they got there? 

Were the militiamen expected to cow the mob 
by their fierce aspect? Was it expected that khaki 
uniforms would inspire a respect for law when 
the hot fires of passion, the lust to kill and ra- 
cial antipathies had already swept aside all respect 
for law and for the siniple rights of humanity? 

Assuming that the guardsmen Were without 
cartridges, what had become of their bayonets? 
One looks in vain in the police and hospital re- 
ports for instances of rioters treated for bayonet 
wounds. 

The public awaits with somewhat of impa- 
tience the complete text of the Colonel's report. 
There is a consuming curiosity to know just how 
efficient Illinois militia rhetoric is. 
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REACTION LOSES AGAIN IN CHINA. 

Republican government in China can no long- 

er be regarded as the fantastic conception of a 
few native faddists who have absorbed foreign 
ideas, particularly American ideas. A remark- 
able demonstration of the strength of the repub- 
lic, of the affection it inspires and of readiness 
to make sacrifices in its defense has been given 
in the last few days. 
Although the Chinese republic dates from Feb. 
12, 1912, when Pu-yi, reigning under the name 
Hsun Tung, abdicated, Yuan Shi Kai was only a 
provisional President until regularly inaugurated 
for the 1913-18 term on Oct. 10, 1913. Accordingly 
the first constitutional term of China's first Pres- 
ident has not yet expired. 

Elections in November, 1915, were interpreted as 
indicating a strong reaction toward the mon- 
archy. Yuan pretended to yield to a popular de- 
mand and aided by one or two misguided Amer- 
ican advisers, announced plans for restoring the 
empire, with himself as Emperor. The storm of 
protests from the country fogted him to back 
down in 1916. Soon after he died suddenly and 
suspiciously and Li Yuan Hung became President. 
The attempted coup d'etat in favor of Hsun Tung 
is to be regarded as principally the work of a 


single ambitious man, Gen. Chang Hsan, who, un- 


fortunately, had subject to his order a few thou- 
sand troops, not all of whom were in sympathy 


with his plot. That the foreign aid given the con- [ 


spiracy is attributed) this time to Germans and not 
Americans is gratifying. 

The Chinese have shown that they will not tol- 
erate a revival of the old regime under one of 
their leading Generals or statesmen as Emperor. 
They have shown that they will not tolerate a re- 
vival under a Prince of the Manchu dynasty. 
Under what other appeal of any plausibility can 
headway be made against the republic? Gen. 
Chang’s rebellion has been costly in its interrup- 
tion to security and trade. But it has been worth 
all it cost in showing how strongly the new Gov- 
ernment has taken root. 
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THE VOICE OF ERZBERGER. 

In Mathias Erzberger, leader of the Centrists in 
the Reichstag, the powefful clerical unit, is typi- 
fied the mind of Germany today. 

In the spring of 1915, Dr. Erzberger, then as 
now a conspicuous figure in tne councils of the 
empire, spoke with enthusiasm of the vast terri- 
tories that would be added to Kultur through the 
igresistible might of the German arms. He even 
predicted that the submarine blockade—fangless 
though it was two years ago—would bring En- 
gland to terms in a short time. It would be a 
short and profitable war so far as the Central 
Empires were concerned, according to the Centrist 
leader. 3 

At that time Italy was on the verge of coming 
into the war. Interviewers asked the Herr Doc- 
tor what he thought about it. He replied: 

“We are already fighting seven nations, and we 
can deal just as easily with the eighth.” 

This was not only the member of the Reichstag 
talking; it was all of Germany, from the peasant 
in East Prussia to the General Staff in Berlin. 

Today comes Herr Dr. Erzberger before the 


length of the war, the value of ruthless submarine 
campaigns, the condition of the food supply and 
other matters. When the Kaiger in 1915 signed 
the submarine blockade order it was known in 
Berlin that Erzberger was largely responsible for 
turning the vacillating Hohenzollern mind to an 
approval of undersea piracy. But Erzberger now 
thinks that England cannot be starved by U- 
boats and that the entire war holds out no hope 
of victory for Germany. It is the mouth of Ma- 
thias Erzberger that says these things, but it is 
the voice of Germany that is speaking. 

With the most enthusiastic imperialist in the 
empire, the great proponent of annexations and 
indemnities, is skeptical and critical on the situa- 
tion, it is easy to imagine the state of mind of 
those who had misgivings from the beginning.

THE UNHAPPY NEUTRALS. 

It has not been so long since the United States, 
a neutral, was vexed by the shipping restrictions 
imposed by the belligerents that Aicricans can- 
no* sympathize with Holland an? Denmark in 
their new troubles arising from the President’s 
enibargo proclamation. At the same time we can- 
not lose sight of our own embargo necds. 

Already between 30 and 49 Dutch ships loaded 
witn grain and foodstuffs urgently needed at home 
are tied up in American harbers waitinz assur- 
ances from the British Governmeut that they will 
ree ive safe conduct. Denmark is feverishly work- 
ing lor permission toi send out 10 cargeues of cat- 
tle feed before conirol of exports becomes oper- 
alive. 

There would be nc trouble about the shiyments 
at ull if the allied countries were sure the stuffs 
would be used exclusively for neutral consump- 
tion. The Governments of hoiland «nd Deumark 
declare > part of them will set ty Germany. 
Unfortungtely, experience seems to prove conclu- 
sively that those Governments cannot or do not 
contro] them after they are distributed te Dutch 
and Danish cattle raisers. 

The Dutch Minister has deciared that most of 
Holland’s surplus dairy products are exported to 
England and only a small part gets to Germany. 
The usually well-informed London Times, how- 
ever, presents figures purporting to show that in 
the first three months of this year. Holland sent to 
Germany 1847 metric tons of butter, 9216 tons of 
cheese, 3443 tons of eggs, making a total of 14,506 
tons. At the same time she exported to England 
only 4617 tons altogether. 

Under the law of nations for which the United 
States is fighting Holland and Denmark have a 
right to trade with Germany when they can do 
so. America, on the other hand, has an equal 
right to refuse to send to Holland and Denmark 
supplies that will ultimately get to Germany. 

The lot of the neutral states bordering upon 
Germany is’a most unhappy one, but it is their 
misfortune and not our fault. The choice is bitter, 
but, nevertheless, they must choose whether they 
shall discontinue shipping surplus products to the 
enemy or discontinue receiving surplus products 
from us. 
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AN OLD SCHOOL PASSES. 

St. Louisans generally read with regret the an- 
nouncement that Christian Brothers’ College will 
not reopen this fall. That it ever will do so is 
extremely doubtful. The fire which destroyed 
its big building at Easton avenue and King’s high- 
way, the subsequent sale of the old campus and 
the later sale of its temporary quarters in the 
Smith-Manual buildings have left it without a 
home. 

Time was when it was the best known of all 
St. Louis institutions of higher education. For 
years it was not only a cultural center, but was 
the home of athletic sports. When St. Louis Uni- 
versity and Washington University were small 
institutions without athletic grounds, its huge 
campus accomodated two or three baseball dia- 
monds, rugby gridiron and soccer fields. Some of 
its athletes and athletic teams achieved consid- 
erably more than local fame. 

Its prestige began to decline some years ago, 
when, by a papal decree, instruction in the more 
advanced classical studies was taken out of the 
hands of the brothers and left principally to the 
Jesuits. Even then it continued to hold an im- 
portant place among schools of scientific educa- 
tion. The disastrous fire, however, gave it an , 
almost mortal blow. 

Whether it passes or is restored, the schoo] will 
long remain alive in the loving memory of older 
St. Louisans as weii as of its alumni, many of 
whom are prominent in all departsgents of the

monarchists, and a coal oil inspector has been: suc- 
cessfully appointed in Missouri,’’ Mr. Antwine said. 

‘‘Of the three great triumphs for democracy, the 
appointment of a coal oil inspector in Missouri with- 
out overturning our present form of government was 
probably the greatest. Here was a conflict which raged 
about the heads of our United States Senators, 
shook with its thunders the Governor’s Mansion at 
Jefferson City, and rocked to its foundations every 
Democratic stronghold in the state. I find upon in- 
vestigation that the coal oil inspector is paid $3500 
and is appointed for four years. He has the ap- 
pointment of eight deputy inspectors and a chief 
clerk at $2000 each, and a stenographer at $1200. 
The aggregate of money involved in this struggle 
upon the part of our political Titans is $90,800, 
split ten ways. Its average aggregate value to each 
participant is $9080, and its average worth to each 
annually is $2270. 

‘‘Truly a momentous cause, well meriting every 
sacrifice that has been made for it. If men have 
given it their thought and time through several 
months; if innumerable conferences among those 
whose weight is heavy in affairs of state have been 
held; if our United States Senators and our Demo- 
cratic Representatives in Washington has each at 
some time in the battle thrown off the trivial 
burden of what the nation should do and given 
himself wholly to the great problem of who should 
be coal oil inspector in Missouri; if there have been 
fortunes spent in railroad fares; if the wires have 
been heavy and the mails big—thben must we still 
say that the cost has not been too great. That is : 
democracy. 

‘*‘What we have in this life is a choice between 
two extremes of government, either of which dis- 
poses one to think well of the other. At the one 
extreme we see the appointment of a coal oil in- 
spector take precedence over the gravest affairs 
of state, and at the other extreme the head of the 
autocracy hands the job to the first courtier who 
doesn’t object to the odor. 

‘*It isn’t much of a choice. However, it is no time 
to discuss it. Let us wait until the world has been 
made safe for this kind of monkey business, only 
hoping for the present that someone will tell us 
what in hell a coal oil inspector does.”’

ANSWERS TO QUERIES 


COLD-PACK CANNING. 
WAR TIMES—First steps consist 
preparation and cleaning of containers 
in preparation of products to be canned ty 
washing, paring, trimming and cutting into 
pieces where division is necessary. Start 
with clean hands, clean utensils, cleat, 
sound, fresh products, and pure, clean, soft 
water. No vegetables or fruits which are 
withered or unsound should be canned. If 
possible, only fruits and vegetables picked 
the day of canning should be used. Peas 
and corn, which lose their flavor rapidly. 
should be canned, in fact, within five hours 
if a choice product is desired. Before prep- 
aration of products is begun, containers 
should be -washed. If glass or crockery 
jars are used they should be placed in 
vessel of cold water over fire to heat. They 
will then be hot and ready for use when the 
rroducts have been prepared for packing. 
All grit and dirt should be washed care- 
fully from the materials to be used. All 
products should be graded especially for 
ripeness. Large fruits and vegetables 
should be pared if necessary, and small 
fruits, berries and greens picked over care- 
fully. After the materials have been 
cleaned and put into shape in which they 
are to be canned, and containers have been 
cleaned and tested, the canning procedure 
for most products by the one-period cold- 
pack method consists of five steps—scaild- 
ing or blanching, cold-dipping, packing, 
processing and sealing. In canning berries 
and all soft fruits the blanching is dis- 
pensed with. The products to be canned 
are blanched or scalded usually Dy being 
placed in a cheesecloth bag or dipping bas- 
ket into boiling water and allowed to re- 
main from 1 to 15 minutes, depending on 
kind of product. In case of greens and 
green vegetatles, however, the scalding 13 
accomplished most satisfactorily in steams, 
a& volatile oils and other substances remain 
in the food under this treatment. Such 
products may be put into a colander, set 
over a vessels of boiling water and cov- 
ered as tightly as possible. Better re- 
sults may be obtained, however, by the 
use of a steam cooker. As s00n as 
the product is removed from boiling water 
or steam it should be dipped into cold, 
tlean water and immediately removed 
and drained for a few moments. Tempera- 
ture of water used for cold dipping should 
be as low as possible. Product should be 
packed carefully into hot jars as soon as re- 
moved. In the case of fruits, bofling hot 
sirup or hot water is then added. In case 
of vegetables, hot water usually is used 
and salt added for seasoning. Scalded rub- 
bers and tops of jars are put into placs, 
tops of cans sealed, and containersare placed 
in hot water tath, pressure cooker, or other 
similar device for processing. Processing Is 
the final application of heat to sterilize the 
product and is continued for a period,deter- 
mined by the character of the product and 
the k'nd of apparatus used. The containers 
should be placed in the processing vessel as 
they are filled. Immediately after the ter- 
mination of the processing period, while 
products are still hot, glass and similar 
containers must be sealed. Jars should 
then be placed in a tray upside down to cool 
and closely examined for leaks. If leak- 
age occurs, the covers should be tightened 
until they are completely sealed. Tin cans 
may be cooled by plunging them in cold 
water. When the packed containers are 
thus cooled, they should be stored in @ 
cool, dry place not exposed to freezing 
temperature. Most products packed in 
glass jars will bleach or darken if ex- 
posed to light, It is well, therefore, to 
wrap jars in paper. From time to time, 
especially during very hot weather, both 
glass jars and tin cans should be examined 
to make certain that there are no leaks, 
swellings, or other signs of fermentation, 
See Answers June 17.

DAILY.—Of the house centipede (‘“thou- 
sand-legged" worm) an entomologist 
writes: “An examination of the head of 
this centipede will reveal a pair of strong 
jaws that are used against enemies and for 
the purpose of capturing small insects for 
food. It considers the fly a great delicacy 
and, besides this, it eats fleas, mosquitoes, 
clothes moths, roaches and other small 
household pests. It hunts its food mostly 
at night. The house centipede has seldom 
been known to bite a person and if in self- 
defense it should happen to pinch the 
baby’s finger or toe, the swelling produced, 
if any, could be quickly alleviated by an 
application of ammonia. Most household 
pests live upon scraps of meat and vege- 
tatLles left about the sink and pantry. If 
no inducements are held out to these peste 
the house centipede will be an effective ally 
in ridding the premises of the detestoble

D. K. G.—A joint resolution of Congress, 
approved July 12, 1862, directed that 2000 
“Medals of Honor” be prepared, “to be pre- 
sented to such enlisted men as shall most 
distinguish themselves in action during the 
present insurrection.” Ten thousand dol- 
lars was appropriated for the purpose of 
carrying the resolution into effect. It will 
be noted that officers could not obtain the 
medal. An act of Congress, approved March 
3, 1863, amended the former act so as to in- 
clude officers. Thus was the “Medal of 
Honor” of the United States Army brought 
into being. The medal is of bronze in tite 
form of a five-pointed star and tears the 
inscription: “The Congress of the United 
States to ” An officer or enlisted 
man to be eligible for a medal of honor 
must have risked his own life in saving the 
life of another on the battle field. The ac- 
tion which cdnstituted the eligibility must 
be certified to by one or more commissioned 
officers who were eye witnesses. In all 
respects the “Medal of Honor” of the United 
States is the equivalent of the “Victoria 
Cross” of Great Britain and the “Iron Cross” 
of Germany.

HE Jerusalem artichoke, which 
[ was known it: English gardens be- 
fore the potato, was imported to 
Europe 30 years aso. It was also called 
the Canada potato--a nienomer indeed, 
but less of a misnomer than the name 
Jerusalem artichoke, which, according 
to the Manchester Guardian, has a cu- 
rious history. 

In the first place, the plant is not an 
artichoke at all; it was merely so 
‘dubbed because its flavor was thought 
to be like that of the globe artichoke 
(tne thistle-like plant of which the 
ileshy part of the large flower buds is 
eaten). 

Secondly, it is a native of tropical! 
America, not of Palestine, although by 
a culinary joke “Palestine scup’’ is 
made from Jerusalem artichokes. ‘‘Ja- 
rusalem” is merely a corruption of the 
Italian ‘‘girasole,’” or sunflower. 

The plant, sald to have «ome from the 
Farnese Garcéen in Rome, is a tuberous- 
rooted sunflower (helianthus tuberosus), 
and does in warm situations produce 
small yellow ‘‘sunflowers.”’ 

Like the potato, it is propagated hy 
its tubers, and, although less nourish- 
ing. has more varied uses. The leaves 
and tender stalks make fodder for cat- 
tle, potash can be extracted from the 
plant, and cordage and coarse cloth cau 
be made from the fiber of the stems. 
Various fanciful explanations of the 
word “‘artichoke™ have been recommend- 
ed, but it has nothing to do with chok- 
ing either people or their gardens. In 
old Italian it is “articiocco,”’ which ig 
traced back to the Arabic name of the 
plant.
